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ON THE MOVE 


After 11 years, the city of Philadelphia and twoformer officials were ordered 
to pay $1 million tothe estates of MOVE founder John Africa and hisnephew 
Frank Africa. Ramona Africa was awarded$.5 million. The jury found that the 
city used excessive force and violated MOVE members constitutional protec- 


tion against unreasonable search andseizure. 
Onmay 14, 198Ssixadults andfive children were killed when the city dropped 


abombonaMOVE house. Anentire Black neighborhood was destroyed, in the 


resulting fire. The police would not allow fire trucks to enter the area and 61 
homes were lost. 

A special commission found that top city officials were grossly negligent, 
called the dropping of the bomb unconscionable, and said the deaths of the 
children appear to be unjustifiable homicides. There were two grand jury 
investigations, butnoone from city government was ever charged. 

Ramona Africa escaped with a 13 year old boy then knownas Birdie Africa, 
by crawling thru a basement window. She served 7 years in prison on a riot 
charge. She and relatives of the dead sued the city, former police commissioner 
sambor and former fire commissioner richmond. These twowere ordered topay 
token payments of only $1 per week each for 11 years ($572). This ruling has 
beenoverturned. 2 

The city will undoubtly appeal this decision and try to keep Ramona from 
getting any money for as long as possible. So, we send congratulations to this 
sister for a job well done. And, we offer continuing support in this effort.

govenor pete wilson of california has granted a 
posthumous pardon toa Native HUPA man whowas 
wrongly convicted for a double murder almost 70 
yearsago.(it'saboutdamntime!)  __ 

In October 1925 aman 21 anda woman 18 were 
found murdered at Coyote Flats, Humboldt county. 
Jack Ryan was arrested along with his half brother 
whowassoon released. The evidence was believed 
planted and Jack was tried andreleased. However, a 
new d.a.waselected and he vowed tosolve the case. 
In October 1927 the half brother was found tortured 
and murdered near hiscabin.. 

The new d.a. did not investigate the killing, but his 
office orchestrated a letter writing campaign directed 
at Jack. One letter warned him that he wood end up 
like his brother if he did not confess. This slime ball 
d.a. wentso far as to pay a woman $100 toswear out 
a complaint that Jack had raped her 13 year old 
daughter. After two months injailanda nightlong 
interrogation session, Jack pled guilty to rape as well 
asthe murders. ; 

The Coyote Flats killings drew national attention 
and the sensational coverage was blatantly racists. 
Jack was described asa "half-breed" by much ofthe 
mainstream press. However, noone noticed when the 
crooked d.a. was later convicted for bootlegging. 
Except president franklin roosevelt who pardoned 
Jack did25 years atsan quentin and was paroled at 
the age of 50 and became a highway worker. Three 
California govenors denied his petitionfor clemency. 
Jack Ryan died of natural causes at age 75 in 1978. 
Hisstory would have ended there hadit not been for 
aninvestigatorin Humboldtcounty whoconducteda 
6year probe of the case. He was able to establish that 
Jack was forced toconfess and prisonrecordsshowed 
comments by the d.a. indicating that he knew Jack 
wasinnocentfromjump. | 

governor petey wilson made a good speech saying 
that "...California acknowledges an injustice inflicted 
upona 25 year old Native American 68 years ago..."

_In April’95 onthe Round Valley Indian Reserva- 
tion in northern calif., two men had ashootout. This 
is the 2nd largest “rez” in calif. and is populated by 
members of seven different tribes: Yuki, Wailacki, 
Pomo, Little Lake, Pitt River, Concow,and Nomolacki 
They were all forced onto this one rez, originally 
Yukiland, in the 1890's. 3 

Gene Britton,a Native man, died and Arylis Peters, 
a Nativemanwasthesuspectedshooter. About 10pm 
(4 hrs later, deputies davis and miller shot at two 
Indian men believing one of them tobe Arylis. That 
shootout killed Leonard “Acorn” Peters, brother of 
Arylis, who was not wanted for any crime. The 
brothers did not even look alike; Arylis was much 
heavier. deputy davis was also killed by another 
deputy (friendly fire?). Eugene “BEAR” Lincoln 
became asuspect accused of killing the copandran 
for his life. Despite a $100,000 reward, one of those 
massive manhunts, harassment and threatening of 
eldersand children, warrentlesssearches, and illegal 
curfews BEAR was able to evade the police for 4 
months. In Aug’95, he turned himselfinat the office 
of SF civilrights attorney Tony Serra, who has taken 
the case pro bono. 

Round Valley Indians for Justice and their attorney, 
Dennis Cunningham, have filed aclass action suit for 
civil rights violations. And, Carlos Alcala is the 
attorneyin a wrongful death suit filed by the children 
of Arylis Peters. This case and all the incidents 
Surrounding itread as another chapter in the continu- 

Ing war of genocide waged against Indian people in 
the united states.

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Update on Puerto Rican Political Prisoners and Prisoners of War 


During the Democratic Convention demonstrations demandedamnesty for Puerto Rican political prisoners. 
On July 14, over 100,000 Puerto Ricans marched in Fajardo, Puerto Rico outside the u.s. National Conference 
of Governors meeting in support of Puerto Rican nationalidentity. At the march 50,000 petitions in support 
ofamnesty for the Puerto Rican political prisonersand PO Ws were brought to deliver to President Clinton who 
didnotattend. 


Five thousand of the 100,000who participated in “La Nacionen Marcha” (The! Nationon the March) formed — 
acontingentin support of Puerto Rican independence and amnesty for the Puerto Rican political prisoners and 
POWs. The U.S. Justice Department was given the amnesty petition two years ago and Clinton is expected to 
rule on the petition within the year. 


In Puerto Rico 50,000 petitions were signed between February and July. Many prominent Puerto Rican 
individuals and organizations have written letters in support of amnesty for the 13 Puerto Rican POWs and 
political prisonersin U.S. jails including Puerto Rican churches andlocal mayors. Willie Colen and Andy 
Montanez, twosalsa artists produced 15 second radio publicservice announcements that have been broadcast 
across the island. Inthe U.S. Jose Rivera from New York City Council and Coretta Scott King have endorsed 
amnesty. Internationally the Reverend Bishop Tutu has written to Clinton on behalf of the petition. For more 
info contact the National Committee to Free Puerto Rican Political Prisoners and POWs at 3543 18th Street, 
Box 12, San Francisco, CA 94110.

In the spring of 1996, after much legal struggle by 
her lawyers, the federal magistrate granted Norma 
Jean’s motion for an evidentiary hearing, which 
hopefully will lead toanew trial. A date was set for 
a status conference before the hearing. Atthat hear- 
ing the state’s lawyer from the attorney general’s 
office challenged Norma Jean’s right to a hearing 
using the new anti-terrorist law as their latest excuse. 
The law limits prisoners’ access to federal courts. 
The judge ordered allthe lawyers to write briefs with 
their arguments for and against the use of this law in 
NormaJean’scase. Oralarguments were heardatthe 
end of May and the judge has taken the matter under 
submission. He’s thinking it over.
